Flames broke 
out at if o’clock in the morning in the 
Northwestern Wire Mattress company’ 
w o r o n the lake front. 
A strong east 
wind was blowing, and the blaze, which 
started 
in

engine room, quickly 
spread to the main building, a structure 
100 by 500 feet and five stories high, and 
and \v ithill ten minutes from the tirst 
stroke of the alarm bell the entire struct­ 
ure was a glowing furnace. 
The Kenosha 
Crib Company's 
works adjoining were 
caught in the irresistible rush of wind 
swept flame and soon lay a heap of snick 
ing ruins. 
(iot Into the Lumber File«, 
A narrow wooden tramway connected 
the building with a gigantic frame ware­ 
house 1 <XI feet to the south and despite the 
efforts iif the local fire department it, too 
was soon a seething mass of flames,which, 
driven by the eastern blast, swept west 
ward toward the great piles of seasoned 
lumber which stretched away in unbroken 
lines to \\ isconsin stm t, 500 feet distant. 
The main building, nearly bon feet 
in 
length, look f.re and st nt great sheets of 
flame across the narrow roadway into the 
close packed piles of hardwood luiutier be­ 
yond. 
Ilelp From Outside Arrive*. 
At 8 o'clock a steamer arrived from 
Harvard and one from Waukegan and 
joined nobly

fore the sister cities felt that Kenosha was 
safe, and loading their apparatus on t lie 
cars started tired and wet for home.

The mattress works were fully insured. 
Head A Sutherland earned $J0,(X)0; H an­ 
nah & Jack son, £5,(XX), and the Bain com* 
puny about the same. The mattress works 
will he rebuilt at once. 
There were 7,000,- 
txx) feet of hardwood lumber in the yards 
of the mattress company and about 5,000,* 
IXXI burned. 
If the aid from outside cities 
had not come in as promptly as it did 
there is no doubt that the burned district 
would have included the Bain shops and 
the business part of the town, and the 
loss would have aggregated nearly £J,- 
00( 1,1 XX).
